1 . The objections and rejections of the previous action are withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendments and arguments. 



4. Claims 2-7, 10-24, 27, and 31-32 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per Claim 7. 

The prior art of record, specifically Cordery et al (*827) does not disclose or fairly 
teach the private key of the first party is generated as a function of the certificate, the 
information, and a private key of a certifying authority, said function being chosen so 
that a party wishing to verify said indicium can determine a public key corresponding to 
said private key of said first party by operating on said certificate and said information 
with a corresponding public key of said certifying authority. 

As per Claim 10. 

The prior art of record, specifically Pauschinger (704) does not disclose or fairly 
teach said certifying authority providing said meter with an integer, said integer being a 
first function of said private key of said authority; and 

said first function, said second function and said published related information 
are chosen so that a party seeking to verify said indicia can compute said digital 
postage meter public key by operating on said published related information with said 
published public key of said authority. 

As per Claim 12. 

The prior art of record, specifically Pauschinger (704) does not disclose or fairly 
teach said certifying authority providing said user with an integer, said integer being a 
first function of said private key of said authority; and 

said first function, said second function and said published related information 
are chosen so that a party seeking to verify said indicia can compute said digital 
postage meter public key by operating on said published related information with said 
published public key of said authority. 

As per Claims 14, 15, 16, and 17. 

The prior art of record, specifically Pauschinger (704) does not disclose or fairly 
teach a user station which generates and downloads private keys to postage meters as 
claimed.
